S I R, 


His is an Age of Wonders. Juſt before you 
left me, Mr. Pulton's Half- ſheet Friend 
found out the SubiZance of an Author un- 
der the Species of a Publiſher; and, more 
than that, he crouded Sfr Conferences 

(and thoſe no very looſe ones) into his own Nutſhe/. 

Now, in your Abſence, the Author of the Eccleſiaſtical 

Proſpe&ive-glaſs has wrapt up your Speculum Examin'd in 

a little bit of courſe Paper ; and, then, another Comper- 

diows Gentleman, (who adviſes Pulpits in Matters 

where his Own Party tranſgrefs) has, in a few Lines,

Alms, without regard to the Firſt part of that Title, 
In your abſence, I take upon me to wait on theſe Gen- 
tlemen; and my firſt Viſit ſhall be to the Catho: 
lick Soldier. But why the Catholick Soldier ? as 
if any Chriſtian Soldier, as ſuch, was not Catholic, 
For every Chriſtian is, as Chriſtian, Catholic, or Or. 
thodox, and a Member of that Church, which is there- 
fore called Catholic, or Oniverſal, not becauſe, in every 
Age, *tis all over the World, (for ſome Roman Doftors 
ſay it may ſubſiſt in one Woman) but becauſe it is not 
limited, as the Jewiſh Synagogue, to One People, but 
admits Mer: of all Nations and Conditions, upon the 
Terms of Baptiſm, into its Communioz. And that is 
true Catholic Communion. A 


This Gentleman has (l perceive) a Talent in giving 
Names, he is Mr. Pulton'sCommon-place-Man, and he 
gives his Book the reetty Name of Proſpe&ive-glaſs ; 
and that you may purchaſe it, as of the choicer king, 
he calls it Eccleſiaſtical. Nay, that he may (hew himſelf 
an Extraordinary Man in this way of giving Names, he 
has Chriſtened his own Father , and his Chriſtian 
Name is Calviniſt, and his Sire-name Presbyterian, His 
firſt is a little unlucky 3 for whilſt he throws at his Fa- 
ther about the black, Decree, ſome imagine, that he hits 
S, Auſtin, 


Seing now he is ſo very bold with his Father, D. T. 
(they ſay) do's not take it amiſs that he is bold with 
him. Yet, as Familiar as he is, *ctis well he ſpeaks not 
in commendation of him 3 for ſome mult be i]l Men, 
Lefore others will praiſe them. But let us 99. whe

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Name he gives D.T. and how well he has hit the Mat- 
ter. Why, as Mr. P«lton borrowed from his Speculum, 
ſo now he borrows from Mr. Pulton's Remarks, and 
D. 7. is 1:t#2, and a Bar or two beyond him; For what 
RealvonT pray? For th:ſe Evidencing Words, [The Au- 
thor (they ſay) was in the way of being bred a Scholar 
in Cambridge, but he is now a Military Man.) Now 
this (he thinks) is a ſcandalous Untruth, and he thus 
contutes ws, 


r. He turns D. T's Words into other Words, and 
then makes his own Senſe out of them, © You write 
*an Epiſtle to your A. B. in which you tell him and the 


« World, That I was a Cambridge-Scholar.) 


But to ſay, It is a Report, 1s not to ſay, The thing is 
ſo ; and, tobe in the way of being ſo, is not aFually to be 
ſo: And many a Boy, that is in the way at Sedburgh,or 
elſewhere, is dropped before ever he gets to S. John's. 


. He is a notable Turner already ; what would he be, 
if, in ſtead of a Catholic Soldier, he ſhould one day 
become a Catholic Prieſt? He that can already turn 
a Looking-glaſs into a ProſpeFive-glaſs, would then 
turn a late Author into S. Cyprian: For he has (till a 
mighty mind to put the Book de Cans Domini upon 
S. Cyprian, and to make the Men of the Third Centu- 
ry to live with thoſe after the Tweitth : All this for the 
Due joining. 


Oh but, ſecondly, 'tis plainly ſaid, not only that he 
was 70t in the way of being bred a Siholar, but that 
he was turr'd from Black to ted. He has conſuired fome 
infallible Interpreter, and thele Words mult necds fig:

'nifie, he who now wears a Soldier's Coat, wore a Cler- 
gy-man's black Coat before, Here is Wonder again. 
D. 7. has admitted him, and put him into Orders by 
virtue of a Phraſe. But has not Mr. Ward heard a 
Roman call'd a Red-letter d Man, as well as a Catho- 
lic 2 And 1s it not proper to ſay of fuch a one who 
leaves either Common-Prayer or Dire&ory, That he is 
turn'd from Black, to Red, without converting the 
Colour of a Calendar into that of a Coat? If it be, 
let him that obſerves ſuch Decency in his Words, be a 
Cenſor of Phraſes. Tho' the Do&or meant as I have 
ſaid, (for that was the Account he gave of the Expreſli- 
on before the Soldier oblig'd him with his Letter) yet 
there is another Account which may be given out of 
the Sage Author of Þudibzas, which I produce without 
the leaſt Reflexion upon either of the Profeſſions, for I 
heartily honour them, -Now their Honour being left 
untouch'd, let this little Author make what Application 
he pleaſeth. 
Thus, then, that Sage Author, ſomewhere in his 
Poem: 
And like to Lobſter boil d the Morn, 
From Black to Red began to turn. 


Now, according to Mr. Ward's zo- Proteſtant Logic, 
the Inference ſhould be this; The Morning was a Di- 
wine, and wore a black Coat; and by and by turn'd 
Soldier, and wore a Red one. 


His ſecond Argument is as convincing. He could not 
be a Scholar, becauſe he turn'd Rowan before he was 
Nineteen Years old, As if they could not be defign'd 
in the leaſt thought of their Father for Scholars, before

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Ay, but in his third Argument, he ſays, his Father had 
never the leaſt thought of ſ:nding him to Cambridge, or 
any other Proteſtant Univerſity ;, and here's your Catholic 
indeed. He 1s already like a Saint, or an Angel; for 
he can know his Fathers thoughts , his leaſt thoughts, 
tho' as little as F. D's Muſtard ſeed. 


If it was not in his Fathers thong/ts, 1 wiſh it had ; 
for theft he might have learn'd better Divinity, than in 
his Speculum, and better Manners, than in his Duel! and 
Leyter. He would have been taught not to have re- 
proach'd his Father publickly, tor withdrawing his 
kindneſs, becauſe he embrac'd the Catholic Faith. Nor 
revild him as a Calviniſt or Presbyterian, which Names, 
whatſoever they fignily , are usd by him as terms of 
difhonour. 


But his /aſt Argument will do the buſineſs effectually ; 
he is muſing about Mr. Palton's way of Certificates, 
as 'Mr. Pulton took his way of Quotations. If he had 
(he ſays) but time to write into ork ſhire | to ſend Let- 
ters into the North, as Mr. P. ſays, Dr. T's Party did] 
he could prove by hundreds of Witneſſes, that he was a 
Catholic before he was Nineteen Tears of Age, and has- 
remain'd a Catholic other Nineteen Tears. He has here 
obliged us with an Account of his Age, and we had ra- 
ther believe bim. than trouble him to ſend into Torkſbire 
for a Certificate out of the RegiiZer. But for his hun- 
dreds there, how can they certihe, what he has always 
been in their abſence? for Men are giver to change. 
They muſt have had ſome better ProſpeZive-glaſs than 
he tras made, to diſcern him always fo clearly at ſuch 
a diſtance. And, for his Certificates, if he be not bet- 
ter at them.. than Mr. P. waoſe 22, or 23 Witneſſes, 
prove

prove him to have come but with Oze to the Confercnce 
(whilſt that Oe, and He came in with many) he may 
ſave rhe charge of the Poſtage. There is (they ſay) 
a Book in the Preſs, in wivch 'tis ſhown, that Mr. P's 
Certificates ſtand in need of being Certified them- 
ſelves. 


But why is all this ſtir made by Mr. Ward, to prove 
he was not #n the way of being bred a Scholar e Let a Man 
but read his Letter, his Del, his Speculum, and he will 
need no further proof : Nay, let him read but the firſt 
half line [* You and your 4. B. has] and he will be 
convinc'd, that he is no better at Ezg/;/b than at turn- 
ing Latin into Engliſh, as in his Title ? 


Yet, it ſeems, he is a Man of Note, and great en- 
quiry has beeri made after him, There came no leſs than 
Two at one time, who ask'd, What he did > What he 
writ 2 Whether he had been an Oxford Scholar or no & 
A moſt material Man; there is mighty ſeeking after 
Him and his Works. Where dwells the Maker of Look- 
ing-glaſſes ? Eccleſiaſtical Looking glaſſes? otherwile cal- 
led ProſpeFive-glaſſes * The Man who can furniſh a 
M-4terial Feſuit with Accoutrements for a Conference ? 
'Tis now moſt certain , they were of D. T's tending, 
becauſe they ask'd, whether he were not of Oxford, be- 
cauſe D. T. had heard a report , that his Father had 
a deſign to prepare him for Cambridge. To that Univer- 
lity, as likewiſe to that of Oxford, Calviniſts 3nd Preſ- 
byterians, have ſent their Children, before and fince the 
Kings Return; and they have proved very eminent 
Men both for Learning and Picty in the Church of 
England,

- "That which retnains,concerns your M/7;r}ng,of which 
he will make D. T. tobe the Author, tho he wrote 
only 2 Letter to you.

B. which puts him in mind of the 9ath of 
Allegiance ; as A. P. of rhe Savoy, puts men in mind ot 
A.P. of Peterhouſe. ' He quarrels with you , becauſe 
you will not call ApoFFrophes, Prayers ; he 1s angry againy 
becauſe you quote not the places of your Authors, al- 
tho' you do it ; for Example fake, to ga no further than 
Councils, [Speculum Ecclefrafticum Confidered,] Pag.1T. 
Concil. Tom. 1. pag. 519:. pag. 16. Contel. Tom. xx. Pp. 58. 
pag. 17. Hiſt. Conc. Nic. Concil, Tom, 11. p. 3- pag. 18. 
Conc. Tom- 4. þ. 560. pag- 19. Concil. Tom. 5, p. 424 
pag. 56. Concil, Tom. 11. p. 844. Pag. 60. Hiſt. Con, Nice 
L. 2c. 30. The denyal of this is fo palpable a falſhood, 
that if he perſiſts in it, he wants wo Virtues, which 1 
wiſh him. 

Again, he is offended, that you have not taken the leaſt 
notice of the Teſtimonies of Holy Scripture, and would not 
confute them ; tho you told him (p. 48.) [* The proofs 
* of Scripture I ſhall not conſider, becauſe they are 
* either wholly impertinent, or have been often An- 
* ſwered by the Writers of our.Chureh} 

But, when a reaſon is given him, he has the dexte- 
rity of taking no notice of it, and then of making a 
great Complaint about it : But his great grievance,and 
that which he opens firſt, is, the Confutation of his 
Mannerly and Learned Pamphlet called the Duel; 
(for he is all for Metaphors in Titles: ) The Contuta- 
tion of it before he had Publiſhed it.He was doing it,and 
may go on when he pleaſes ; but that it was not done, 
till an account was given of it to 4. B. and confuted 
5 by 
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by him, was not from his want of 'will, who had Scor'd 
it for the Preſs, and had it Croſs'd and Corrected 
with puttings out and puftings in, and then met with a 
moſt unexpected delay. But Sir, if a man has his Sword
